Therefore it seems that a sepa- 
rate election is inevitable should there te 
a vacancy in the office of governor, and 
that even if there were any way to con- 
solidate it it would plunge the state into a 
bitter contest against combined republican 
and populist opposition. 

What Judge Erwin Thinks. 

Judge Alex S. Erwin, of Athens, said 
that the people of Clarke county and vi- 
cinity would deplore another election and 
that all of the Athenians now in Atlanta 
who had spoken to him about the situation 
had expressed the hope that Governor At- 
kinson would sacrifice his ambitions for 
the senatorship for the present at Icast for 
the sake of the best interest of the peo- 
ple of the state and the democratic party.

After some delay the proces- 
sion started, the carriage containing Mr.

into line and followed after it. 

Bryan Is Rotton-Ege¢ed. 

The procession proceeded up Canal street 
to Madison, to Fifth avenue, to Washington 
street, to Clark street, to Monroe street 
and to Battery D, at the intersection of 
Monroe and Michigan avenue. All along 
that round-about line of march the greatest 
enthusiasm was manifested. Hisses, too, 
were heard. They came principally from 
recple who swarmed in the windows of 
business ehouses and brought vigorous rev- 
spcnses of an uncomplimentary character 
from those in the line. 

Nearly everybody in the procession car- 
ried an American flag. 

It was just before Mr. Bryan reached the 
armory building on the lake front that the 
only incident that marred the demonstra- 
tion occurred. A number of eggs were 
thrown in the direction of his carriage from 
the Metropolitan Business college on the 
fourth floor of a building situated on the 
north side of Monroe street, near the corner 
of Michigan avenue. None of the mixsiles 
reached the candidate or his wife, but sev- 
y eral members of the reception committeo 
marching beside them suffered.

Finally things became still enough to let 
the candidate be heard and he began his 
speech in a voice somewhat hoarse, but 
which could be heard distinctly over the 
hall. 

He was applauded throughout, 
some telling points. 

Five Speeches at Night. 

Mr. Bryan’s first evening speech was de- 
livered at Arcade hall, Sixty-fifth and Went- 
worth strects, at 7 o'clock. Mr. Bryan

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Russia’s Gigantic Scheme. 

As soon as the vast railway enterprise 
which Russia is projecting through Si- 
beria is completed, it will be possible 
to make a tour of the world in the brief 
space of only thirty-two days. 

Prince Michael. Hil-Koff, the Rus- 
sian minister of transportation, who re- 
cently spent several weeks in this coun- 
try making a thorough inspection of 
our various railway systems, is authori- 
ty for this statement. 

At present it requires something over 
two months to make a complete circuit 
of the globe. It is not without extreme 
difficulty, however, that even this reeord 
is made. 

The trans-Siberian railway, which 
will doubtless be completed before the 
present century expires, is to cover a 
distance of 7,500 miles. It will cost a 
fabulous sum of money to carry out 
such a mammoth undertaking, but the 
result of the enterprise, if successful, 
will be a complete change in the route 
over which the world’s commerce has 
traveled for years. 

Still another effect which this great 
enterprise will have upon the world’s 
progress will be in the¢enlarged com- 
mercial opportunities which it will give 
to Russia. It will, furthermore, enable 
that empire to dispute with England the 
supremacy in mercantile affairs which 
she has so long enjoyed. 

To pleasure-seekers this railway, pro- 
jected through the north of Asia, will 
open a vast area of country hitherto 
unknown and unexplored. That Russia 
will succeed in her vast undertaking is 
evident, not only from the millions in 
her treasury, but also from the zeal witn 
which she has started upon the great 
enterprise. 


».... 
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The Possibility for Fraud. — 

In our Washington telegrams yester- 
day there is recounted the fact that, 
with the exception of four states in the 
tinion, a system of balloting prevails 
which renders it possible for the great- 
est fraud to be committed in the pres- 
idential election. 

According to the provisions of these 
mew laws the count of the vote may 
be delayed for two or three days be- 
fore the result is known. During that 
when tremendous consequences 
hang upon the verdict, and when the 
wily and unscrupulous foe, which has 
not hitherto hesitated at bribery, cof- 
ruption and crooked methods of every 
kind, finds itself in the last ditch of 
desperation, it will redouble all pre- 
vious efforts, having been defeated at 
the ballot box, ‘to thwart the count, to 
pervert it and to change the character 
of it altogether. We will then see the 
struggle transferred from the people 
who have spoken their will, to a lot 
of juggling clerks behind closed doors, 
whose appointment, in many cases, will 
be by understanding, and who well 
know the price which awaits their falsi- 
fving the returns. : 

There should be reform in the ballot 
wherever errors exist, but when these 
reforms take that character which pre- 
vents immediate announcement of the 
result, they pave the way for trickery, 
negotiation and the defeat of the peo- 
ple’s will. That plan of voting is best 
which lets the people know at the 
earliest possible time how the vote 
stands, and which lessens the power 
and the chances for fraud on the part 
of clerks and election judges and man- 
agers. It may be that our statesmen have 
moved too fast in the question of tying 
the hands of the people at the ballot 
box. Ordinarily these extreme restric- 
tions might not excite much comment, 
but now we ‘have before us a great 
presidential election, one in which the 


people are striving to throw overboard | 


an unpprincipled force which has con- 
trolled legislation and led to the beg- 
gary of the country. On the other side 
are the trusts and monopolies and bond 
sharks who favor privileged interests, 
and seek by devious means to drown 
the popular voice. They make it their 
proud boast that they have a campaign 
fund such as was never before raised in 
the United States; and it goes without 
saying that the most effective work of 
this campaign fund will not be before

The voters of Georgia who are in

This scheme has been concocted by 
Hanna himself, and the effort to carry 
it out is going forward under the per- 
sonal supervision of Hanna’s Georgia 
bosses. 

The way in which the populist com- 
mittee flouted fusion, and abandoned 
their party and sacrificed their candi- 
date for vice president gives rise to rank 
suspicion. What could they hope to 
gain by such a course? If there were 
not some well-developed and coherent 
scheme behind it, this action of the pop- 
ulist committee was the most stupen- 
dous piece of folly that intelligent men 
ever indulged in. It was foolish enough 
at best, but if there was no method in 
it, it was in the nature of an imbecile 
performance. 

jut what more natural than to sup- 
pose that there was method in the 
scheme? Suppose the committee had 
been shrewd enough to so conduct its 
maneuvers as to convince the populist 
voters of Georgia that the democratic 
committee had given it the cold shoul- 
der—had refused to treat with it on any 
terms. It could then have aroused con- 
siderable wrath among the populists 
and sown still deeper the seeds of dis- 
content.

More than 
this, there is evidence in other districts 
that an attempt is to be made for a 
“fusion” ‘between the republicans and 
populists in the congressional elections. 
What sort of idea must these so-called 
“leaders” have of the rank and file of 
the populist voters? Do they imagine 
that because these voters have been 
induced to desert the democratic party 
they are now without principles and can 
be pulled and hauled around from post 
to pillar and put up to the highest bid- 
der like so many sheep? 

Certainly it seems so, and we think 
the time has come for the populist 
voters to resent these efforts to use 
them and their votes as republican 
catspaws. The time has come when it 
is necessary to their own well being 
and ‘tthe welfare of the state and cgun- 
try that they should stand up for the 
principles which they have declared 
for.

One of the most recent accessions to 
the cause of bimetallism is Mr. D. L.

the College $13,000. 
LONG FIGHT AT LAST ENDED 


Trustees of College Will Receive Ad- 
| ditional Funds Under the Will. 


_ \ 
CHENEY’S ESTATE WAS WORTH $150,000 
After All Beneficiaries Are Paid and 


Ccurt Costs Are Deducted the 
Residue Goes to Mercer. , 


The legal controversy between the trus- 
tees of Mercer university and certain heirs 
of the estate of the late A. J. Cheney was 
settled yesterday morning in the superior 
court and the contentions made by the 
trustees were sustained. 

The conclusion of the case means that 
Mercer university will receive $13,000 more 
under the provisions of the will of Dr. 
Cheney than it would otherwise have re- 


ceived. 

The case has been pending in the courts 
for several months and in the meantime 
has passed through the superior court, was 
appealed to the supreme court and then 
was concluded in the superior court, “where 
the bill was first filed. 

About two years ago Dr. A. J. Cheney, a 
wealthy and influential member of the 
Baptist denomination, died, leaving an 
estate estimated to be worth about $150,000. 
Dr. Cheney prepared his will and in ad- 
dition to giving his wife $15,000, he gave 
many relatives large sums of money. The 
last clause of his will provided that the 
remainder of his estate be given Mercer 


university. 

Mr. EE. W. Martin and I. C. Thompson 
were appointed executors of the estate and 
the last will and testament was regularly 
filed for record with the ordinary. 

In paragraph six of the will Dr. Cheney 
made the provision that his nephews and 
nieces were to receive $1,000 each as their 
portion of his estate. Thirteen of his 
nephews and nieces were dead, but their 
heirs filed claim to the $13,000 mentioned 
in this paragraph. 

The trustees of (Mercer university em- 
ployed W, B. Willingham, who filed a bill 
attacking the claims of these distant rela- 
tives, alleging that the will did not in- 
clude those relations who were dead, but 
only those who were living at the time the 
will was signed. ‘This contention was sus- 
tained in the superior court and when 
the case went to the supreme court the 
judgment of the lower court was affirmed. 

The following verdict was taken yester- 
day morning before Judge Lumpkin in the 
Superior court: 

“We, the jury, find that under the sixth 
item of the will of A. J. Cheney, deceased, 
it was his intention that only such of his 
immediate nephews and nieces, children of 
his brothers and sisters who were in life 
at the time of testator’s death or when the 
will was executed, should take. 

“We find that at the time of testator’s 
death there were thirteen of his said im- 
mediate nephews and nieces whu were 
dead; those immediate nephews and nieces 
named in the answer, and that the descen- 
dants ef said dead nephews and. nieces are 
not entitled to take anything under said 
sixth item of the will of said A. J. Cheney, 
deceased. 

“We find that the $13,000 which would 
have gone to the said thirteen dead 
nephews and nieces, had they been living 
at the death of testator, should go: to 
Mercer university as residuary legatee. 

“Under the thirteenth item of said will 
we find for Mercer university against E. 
W. Martin and I. C. Thompson, as execu- 
tors of the estate of A. J. Cheney, de- 
ceased, the sum of $13,000 and the amount 
due (Mercer university under said sixth 
item of the will, provided that when said 
estate is ready for distribution there is 
enough left in the hands of said execu- 
tors, after paying all of the bequests in 
said will, including the bequests under the 
sixth item of the will to nephews and 
nieces living at the death of testator or at 
the time the will was executed and the 
expenses Of administering this estate, in- 
cluding a suitable amount to the testator 
and all debts and all claims legally due by 
said estate and all legal charges against 
said estate, to pay said $13, if there 
should not be left in their hands, aften 
making such payments, enough to pay the 
full sum of $13,000, we find for Mercer uni- 
versity such sum as shall be so left in the 
hands of the executors, E. W. Martin and 
} Thompson, after paying all the 
legacies eiven under said will and expenses 
and all debts and other claims legally due 
by said estate and all legal charges against 
said estate. 

“We find that E. W. Martin and I. C. 
Thompson, the executors, be perpetually 
enjoined from paying to any grand-nephew 
or grand niece or great grand-nephew or 
great grand-niece of testator, that is to 
say to any descendant of said thirteen 
dead nephews and nieces who were dead 
at the death of testator or at the time 
the will was made—anything under the 
sixth item of said testator’s will. 

“This verdict shall in no way prejudice 
the right of either the plaintiff or said ex- 
ecutor as to the balance, if any, which 
upon an. accounting hereafter to be had 
may be found due Mercer university out- 
side of the $13,000 hereinbefore mentioned.’’ 

By this settlement of the litigation the 
trustees of Mercer university are secured 
the disputed $13,000 and in addition are to 
receive all the residue of the estate when 
the heirs are paid and all court costs are 
liquidated. 

It was stated yesterday afternoon that 
the heirs would probably carry the de- 
cision to the supreme court again, which 
would necessitate a figiht in the courts on 
the same grounds.

moved. The jailer and his assistants state 
that Delk is one of the quietest prisoners 
they ever had to deal with.

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He Would Burn His Honse. 
THREATENED ONE WITH DEATH 


Suspected That the Man in Jail Had 
a Hand in the Murder of His 
Mother-in-Law. 


Duplin, Ga., October 27.—(Special.)—The 
evidence against J, 8. Brady, who was 
arrested charged with burning Rev. Smith's 
boarding house, is rapidly developing the 
fact that the prisoner is an expert fire- 
bug. 

Since Brady’s arrest it has been shown by 
statements of some of the best citizens of 
this section that he applied the torch to 
his own house in November, 1894, for the 
insurance money. 

On the evening of that day Brady en- 
tered the store of Sims & Scarboro, and 
together with Mr. Sims went to the rear, 
where he conversed with that gentleman, 

“Sims, I'm going to burn my house, and 
by that means will get sufficient insurance 
money to help me along. Before I leave for 
Tennille I shall place a tallow candle on the 
floor, and with a little kerosene I’ll ac- 
complish my object. I tell you this secret- 
ly and if you ever breathe a word I'll kill 
you the first chance I get,’’ said Brady to 
Sims. 

Under the threat and the danger of being 
assaulted, Mr. Sims retained the’ secret 
until last week. As soon as Brady was 
placed in jail Mr. Sims divulged the house 
burning story. His partner, Mr. Frank 
Scarboro, who overhead the plot, corrob- 
Orated the statement. The _ revelation 
created intense excitement. 

Colonel Mercer Haynes, * an insurance 
agent, swore out a warrant for Brady and 
he was at once brought before Judge 
Wolfe for examination. The trial lasted 
three days. Bray was defended by Colo- 
nel Preston, of Macon, and Colonels Griner, 
Adams and Howard, while the prosecution 
Was represented by ex-Senator A. H. Daley, 
of Wrightsville; Colonel Akren, of Car- 
tersville, and Colonels P. L. Wade, Corker 
and Hicks. 

During the trial the courtroom was 
thronged and throughout the proceedings 
Brady’s young wife sat by his side, watch- 
ing with anxious suspense the conclusion. 
When Judge Wolfe announced his decision 


‘she burst into tears as Brady was led off 


to. jail. 

The coolness displayed by the prisoner 
was remarkable. He did not seem to care 
for the consequences. 

His dwelling, with all of its contents, 
was destroyed Novemper 8, 1894, just as 
he told Sims it would be. By aid of a tal- 
low candle and kerosene oil which -sat- 
urated the floor, he accomplished the work. 
At the time of the trial Brady was in Ten- 
nille and was telegraphed for. Suspicion 
pointed strongly toward Brady, and steps 
were taken to have him indicted. Before 
Sims went to the grand jury room Brady 
accosted him and warned him if he whis- 
pered one word against him his life would 
be forfeited. With such a threat staring 
him in the face. Sims waited until a 
g00d opportunity presented itself. 

“IT tell you,” said he at the time’ of the 
trial, “I have a terrible load upon my 
shoulders. I would have told it long ago, 
but I considered my life too precious and 
knew later on something would likely occur 
that would allow me to divulge the secret. 
When I told of his rascally trick I felt 
easy, and my conscience now seems clear.’’ 

Brady was insured for $2,500 in the Con- 
tinental Insurance Company, of New York 
city, and in the Macon Fire Insurance 
Company. After a legal fight a compromise 
was effected, by which he received $1,875. 

About a year ago, Brady’s* mother-in-law, 
res'ding in Wilkinson county, was mur- 
dered and burned to death in the house. A 
trunk, which contained a large sum of 
money, was found broken open and the con- 
tents were gone. Several parties were ac- 
cused of the murder, among them being 
Brady. 

Since his incarceration it is strongly 
thought that he was in some manner con- 
nected with the crime. Colonel Griner has

AND ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 


Then He Tries To Kill Himself by 
Cutting His Throat and Jump- 
ing Into a Well.

Yesterday morning about 1 o’clock Anse 
Mitchell, a middle-aged negro man in the 
employ of the Woodward Lumber Compa- 
ny, beat Mary Lou Grant, a negro woman, 
almost to death with a hatchet and leav- 
ing her in what he supposed to be a dying 
condition, ran several blocks to another 
part of the city and made a desperate at- 
tempt to commit suicide by cutting his 
throat and jumping into a well. 

Mary Lou Grant lives at 12 Henry street 
and for a long time Anse Mitchell has lived 
with her. Yesterday morning they began 
to quarrel. The woman claims that they 
quarreled because Mitchell wanted her to 
divide some of her property with him, 
which she ‘refused to do. Mitchell, so the 
woman says, picked up a hatchet and be- 
gan to beat her on the head. | 

Mitchell thought he had killed her and 
her left the place, but not before making 
known his intention of committing siucide. 
He went directly from the house to the 
brink of an old well in the lot on Butler 
street formerly occupied by the Woodward 
Lumber Company. There he cut his throat 
after which he jumped into the well. 

It seems that Mitchell was rather oon- 
servative about the use of his razor and as 
a result he found on reaching the bottom 
of the well that he was alive—very much 
alive and with an ugly and painful gash 
in his throat. For a long time he stood 
the pain, but finally ‘he cried out and was 
heard by passersby who reporttd the mat- 
ter to the police. 

When the police arrived at the well Mitch- 
elll was just above the water and was 
clinging to a ladder for dear life. There 
was a large amount of water in the well, 
and if he had wanted to die very badly it 
was only necessary for him to turn loose 
the ladder and he would have been dead in 
a few minutes. He was quickly removed 
to the station house. He couldn’t talk very 
well because the gash in his throat was a 
very deep one. He stated, however, that 
he had beaten his wife to death and had 
tried his best to kill himself. Mitchell 
staid at the police station only a short 
While before he was removed to the Grady 
hospital. 

Shortly after Mitchell ‘was taken to the 
hospital a call came to that place for the 
ambulance to go to 12 Henry street. It was 
stated by the person who sent the message 
that a negro woman had been found in a 
very bad condition. The ambulance hurried 
to the place and brought away Mary Lou 
Grant. 

The doctor, who accompanied the ambu- 
lence, asked her how she received’ the 
wounds in her head. She told him about 
the whole affair and said that she had 
quarreled with a man about some property 
and he had beaten her with a hatchet. She 
stated that his name was Anse Mitchell. 

As soon as she said Anse Mitchel! had 
beaten her the physician and driver of the 
ambulance both remembered that the man 
who was tound in the well gave the same 
name. The woman was told of his being 
found with his throat cut and stated that he 
had said when he left that he wouid go 
and kill himself. 

The ambulance was driven’ by the police 
Station and the officers told that Mitchell 
had beaten the woman before attempting 
his own life. This cleared up the mystery 
of the whole thing and he was ordered 
held. 

Last night both the negroes were resting 
well and it is likely that both of them will 
recover. They are both in a pretty bad 
condition. though the man is worse off than 
pe woman, his throat being very badly

most important legislation before the gen- 
eral asSembly affecting the interests of 
Atlanta. 

The bill is a lengthy one, and it covers a 
gumber of matters which have been passed 
upon by the council this year. The bill 
will be introduced by Mr. Thomas B, Fel- 
der, representative from Fulton. who will 
champion the measure in the house. 

‘The bill is to amend the charter so as to 
require a separate vote of the council and 
aidermanic board on measures granting 
franchises to street railroads, telegraph 
or telephone companies, or electric or gas- 
light companies. 

The bill is also to amend the charter so 
as to authorize the city to take condemna- 


and 


‘ ton proceedings against the Central and 


Southern railroad companies for the pur- 
pose of extending Alabama street, by a 
bridge or otherwise; and to authorize the 
city to build a bridge over the raiload 


tracks. 

Another section authorizes the city to 
create a sinking fund to be used for the 
purchase of a site for a city hall building 
and for the erection of such building. 

The bill also amends the charter so as to 
reduce the tax from 1% per cent to 1% 
per cent. 

The bill also authorizes the city to repair 


its streets out of the general fund. 

Another section authorizes the secretary 
of state to take part in the taxing of a 
city census of Atlanta. 


The Charter Bill in Fuil. 
The full text of the bill follows. 

“By Mr. Felder, of Fulton—A Bill To Be 
mntitied, An Act To Amend the Cnarter 
or the City of Atlanta:

Populist Committee Stood Directly 
in the Way. ,

Reasons Why the Democrats Contem- 
plated a Division Are Set Forth 
Fully, in the Report. 
Following is the adt fess of the committee 
appointed at the revent nfeeting of the 

state executive cornpmittee: 
To the Peeples of ‘Georgta—In pursuance 
of a resolution adopted by the democratic

executive conimittee of Georgia at its ses- 
sion in Atlanta on the 20th instant, the. 


wndérsigned committeé of five, appointed 


. “to properly present to the public the at-. 


titude of this committeq-in its refusal to 
accept the unreasonabjé and unjust vu!ti- 
fhatum of the populist éommittee, clothed 
as it is in offensive and unbecoming lan- 


| guage,” present the following statement: 


“The events that led to the appointment 
of the tindersigned as a committee to pre- 
parte an address to.the people of Georgia 
on behalf of the democratic state commit- 
tee are of such recent occurrence and 
have been given such wide publicity that it 
is not necessary to recite them here at 
any length. 

First of all, it is to be borne m mind 
that fusion of any kind or degree has 
never been considered essential to the suc- 
cess of the democratic electoral ticket in 
Georgia. At no time during the present 
campaign has there ‘been the slightest 
doubt as to what the outcome at the ballot 
box would be. Under these circumstances 
the attitude of those democrats who Were 
willing to fuse with the: populists on a 
fair and equitable basis was purely un- 
selfish and patriotic. The party, as @ 
party, had nothing whatever to gain by it. 
Moved, however, by the impulses which 
should animate all good citizens and all 
earnest opponents of republicanism, Han- 
naism and the single géld standard, and 
recognizing it to be the imperative duty of 
every active element of the body politic to 
present a united and harmonious front to 
the powerful and aggiressive combinations 
that are arrayed on the side of republican- 
ism, the executive committee would have 
gladly considered a proposition for just and 
fair fusion, or if it had not been cut off 
from negotiation by an arbitrary limit ex- 
piring the day it met, would no doubt have 
taken the initiative. They were willing 
for such fusion, not for the purpose of 
gaining a party advantage in Georgia, but 
to the end that their desire for harmony 
and for a union of all the anti-republican 
forces in Georgia might be the means of 


wetrengthening the bands and warming the 


hearts of patfiotid’ voters in other sections, 
and to the further ¢Ad that the voters of 
Georgia, laying aside all narrow prejudices 
and biased views, might have an oppor- 
tunity to cast a solid vote for our great 
leader, William Jennings Bryan. 

Swayed by these considerations the ex- 
ecutive committee met in Atlanta on the 
2th instant, for the purpose of transacting 
certain necessary business and prepared to 
consider such plan of fusion or consolida- 
tion as the populist committee might pre- 
sent, 

No such plan was brought to the atten- 
tion of the committee. Instead of a prop- 
osition for fusion the committee received a 
demand that could not be considered, and 
an ultimatum that shut the door on fusion, 
as it conditioned any proposition for fusion 
upon the withdrawal of the democratic 
candidate for vice president, Mr. Sewall. 
Moreover, this ultimatum was couched in 
terms so insulting as to leave no room for 
doubt as to the temper in which the popu- 
list committee dealt with the matter, 

The intimation of the populist committee 
in presenting its ultimatum, that the. St. 
Louis convention nominated Hon, W. J. 
Bryan ‘on the ticket with Hon. Thomas 
E. Watson with the tacit understanding 
that this act of patriotism on their part 
would be met with a similar oné on the 
part of the democratic party in the with- 
drawal of Mr. Sewall,’’ is without founda- 
tion in fact: 

The two parties, acting independently of 
each other, nominated the same candidate 
for president and different candidates for 
vice president. In no state where fusion 
has been brought about has such a claim 
been made, nor have the populists who are 
willing ‘to fuse for the purpose of 
strengthening the hands of those who 
are opposed to the gold standard, demanded 
that the name of the democratic candidate 
for vice president be withdrawn. Wherever 
fusion has been accomplished it is on the 
basis. of a fair division of the électoral vote 
between Sewall and Watson, unless it be in 
states where, by consent of the populists, 
they have supported Mr. Sewall. Such is, 
in fact, the sole end and aim of fusion. 
There could be no other motive for, and no 
other explanation. It will thus be seen 
that the demand of the populist committee 
is both ridiculous and insincere.

The populists have with- 
drawn their ticket. Those who intended to 
Support it must now vote either for Bryan 
or McKinley. With full confidence that all 
those Who, whatever might have been the 
division among them as to vice presidential 
preference, yet who favored Bryan, will not 
now be thisled against their judgment and 
their conviction into the support of princi- 
ples entirely foreign to their demands, we 
appeal for that co-operation which will give 
ringing afiswer from Georgia to the effort 
to deliver her vote to a cause inimical to 
the interests of her people. 

We present the democratic platform as 
being big enough and broad enough to 
accommodate all those who sincerely favor 
the election. of Mr. Bryan, and to them, 
whether haying affiliated with the party or 
not in the Fé¢ent past; we pledze the right 
hand of felléwship on their return.

‘Robins and his critics still goes on and 
grows warmer as it waxes older.

From an ad- 
vance copy of the paper the reply of Dr. 
Robins is obtained. 

Dr. Robins defends his position with the 
spirit and attitude of a fighter, but he 
shows clearly in the tone of his reply that 
the charge of heresy has hurt him deeply. 

He says that he has served the Methodist 
church ninéteeti Years and in that time it 
has been his shelter, his support, his eniide. 
\“Do not ask me to leave it now when she 
needs me most,” he says. “It is useless to 


do so. I will not.” 
Of the feeling which he entertains to- 


ward his critics he says: 

“T close this article with no ill feeling to- 
ward any one who sees fit to differ with 
me. It is not a new thing for me to have 
to face a conflict. From my earliest boy- 
hood in Putnam county until today I have 
had to face issues that required all my 
strength. It is not a very lovely thing to 
be heralded from one end of the south to 
the other as a ‘heretic,’ a teacher of ‘un- 
sound doctrine,’ an anarchist in the Metho- 
dist church. It is not a pleasant thing to 
be invited out of the church of one’s choice 
by men who profess to love the Son of Man. 
I look into the faces of my children and 
think of what the future has for tham— 
with a father driven out in the cold and a 
name that would carry only ignominy 
with it for all time. All this is not easy to 
think of and yet some of my reviewers em- 
ploy ridicule, some sarcasm, 
bitterness that ought not to be used any- 
where. 

“T have no right to class myself with 
honest. brave John Wesley, and yet he 
said time and again: “We think and let 
think.’ 

“Accused of heresy he fought for the 
truth. Driven out of the pulpit of the 
church he loved and would not forsake, he 
-found In the highways and hedges a hun- 
gry multitude whom he fed in the name of 
his Lord. Homeless, he wandered, and 
churchless he preached, and at last he 
founded a religious empire broader than 
that of the Caesars and mightier for hu- 
man weal than that of any other move- 
ment since the days. of Luther. I would 
not place myself with St. Paul, but I think 
-T have felt something of what. moved him 
to say: “This I confess unto thee, that 
after the way they call heresy so worship 
T the God of my fathers, believing: all 
things ‘which are written in the law and in 
the prophets,’ Acts xxiv, 14. 

“My book was written to make better 
homes. T say in it what I think. I have 
consulted no man, no church, no creed, 
only the Master and the scriptures. If it 
ts true, it will live; if it is false, it will 
die, and the sooner the better. I love the 
Methodist church too well to be driven out 
of it, or to forsake her altars. It has been 
to me ‘the shadow of a great rock in a 
weary land,’ a shelter from the rain and a 
hiding place from the storm. About her 
altars cluster many sacred memories. In 
her service I have spent the brightest and 
happiest years of my life. I have given to 
her nineteen years of unremitting toil. Do 
not ask me to leave it now when she needs 
me most. It is useless to do so. I will 
not.’’ 

Of the main point in controversy, that 
bearing upon the subject of regeneration, 


he says: 

“Is my doctrine of regeneration contrary 
to the articles of religion and the creed of 
my church? There is no article of religion 
on regeneration in the (Methodist church. 
The creed that every one subscribes to in 
joining the Methodist church is the apos- 
tle’s creed. I am sure my book contradicts 
neither the articles nor the creed. But not 
to cavil over so small a thing) I will go 
farther and say that the theologians of the 
past teach that all men need to be born 
again. So do I. On page 101 I say: ‘All 
men must be born again, born from above, 
born of God, or else there is no entrance 
into @ divine kingdom.’ Regeneration is 
the only gateway between the ‘natural’ 
and the ‘spiritual.’ The reason I give for 
regeneration is founded in ‘the nature of 
man.’ No one could possibly give any 
other. Altogether different things might 
be meant by the nature of man. Then it 
would be a question of fact and clear defi- 
nitions. 
man because of his God-given nature, and 
independent of sin, while others contend 
for his regeneration because of his sinful 
nature and dependent upon sin. The trouble 
with me has been and is, that the first 
birth is not predicated of sin or disease, 
but of health and nature; so the second 
birth cannot be predicated of sin or dis- 
ease, but of health and nature. I thought 
and still think that this is a legitimate in- 
ference\from the Master’s words to Nico- 
demus. He illustrated one by the other 
and said nothing about sin in either. I 
shall continue to hold to this position until

“There is no doubt in my nrind as to the 
following facets: 1. Jesus was born of the 
flesh. 2. At twelve years old he began to 
talk abput “His Fathet’s business.” 3. 
That he grew in stature and in favor with 
God and man. 4 That he was tempted 
just as every other human being is tempt- 
ed. 5. That he possessed a human nature 
as well as a divine nature. 6. That the 
spiritual is not first in appearance, but 
that which is natural, and afterwards that 
which is spiritual, 7. That the transition 
from the natural to tHe spiritual is a re- 
generation. 8 That He declared to His 
disciples that they had er would pass 
through His regeneration. 9. That this is 
tatight fn the scriptures. Until these things 
aré proven not true, I must and will stand 
by my book. If this be heresy, then I am 
a heretic.”’ 

He says that the following facts have 
been ignored by all the critics of his book: 

‘1. That.it was written to aid parents 
in making a better home life possible. 

“2. It Was not written for controversy, 
nor aS a treatise on theology, nor as a 
philosophical dissertation, but for the com- 
mon people, whose attention was called to 
certain laws of life that every parent ought 
to know. 

“3. The criticisms have all been directed 
against side issues, or such as were inci- 
dental to and not against the main idea 
of the book. While this has not been com- 
mended by nry reviewers, it, at least, has 
not been controverted, so that most of 
my book has escaped. 

“4. The methods employed by those who 
find fault with the book, and especially 
Rev. H. P. Myers, I here denominate dog- 
matism and a nfisuse of quotations. The 
first leads to reckless statements of facts, 
the second to a reckless use of what a 


man has said. The first pfoves nothing, - 


the second may be used to prove any- 
thing. 

“It may be further stated that when we 
come to scrutinize the three articles of 
Brother Myers we find that he adheres to 
this method from beginning to end. Now, 
dogmatism in an argument may be defined 
as the formulation of a mental process, 
under stress, and dependent on imagination 
for the facts. In Brother Myers, his crit!- 
cisn? is a mental process, conducted under 
great stress, and founded largely on imag- 
inary qualities. He declares that my book 
is a reproduction, in a learge measure, of F’. 
W. Robertson and Henry Drummond, He 
quotes Robertson to contradict me, and for 
no other purpose. I never read Drummond 
in nry life. Here is dogmatism supported 
by itnaginary facts. 

“The second part of his method is equally 
at fault. He has quoted much of my book, 
and I thank him for it. I simply want the 
readers of his review to fit these quotations 
in their connection and see how they stand 
related to the many things he did not and 
dared not quote. For instance, he makes 
much of the passage quoted and sounds a 
mighty blast of his bugle to let his readers 
know that he has found an original state- 
ment, something that ‘is undoubtedly his 
own.’ It is the climax of his long review. 
Here is the sentence. he emphisizes in ital- 
ics: ‘The wife is a mother to the body, the 
family a mother to the mind, the communi- 
ty a mother to the moral nature, and all 
things a mother to the spirit.’ Suppose 
now, we supply the words that are under- 
stood and that the context would make 
simple enough. It would then read this 
way: ‘The wife is a mother to the body 
of a child, and * * * * all things a nfoth- 
er to the spirit of a child.’ If there is any 
sin or heresy or originality in this latter 
statement it is more than I can see. 

“Brother Myers quotes what I say about 
Nicodemus, and just when I was expecting 
Yo be demolished he flies the track and be- 
gins to talk about altogether a -different 
thing, which he found in the words ‘sub- 
jective,’ ‘independent, self-supporting’ life 
in the kingdom of God. The truth is his 
method grows out of his want of mental 
continuity. He sees things in pieces, and 
no two pieces fit each other. He sees what 
he thinks are glaring defects in my book, 
sees them out of their true relation and 
apart from what the context would cause 
them to mean to a thoroughly trained and 
healthy mind. By carefully reading my 
book with this thought in mind, any one 
would find that it would be a complete an- 
swer to all of his criticisms, 

‘Is mry book out of harmony with the 
articles of religion? I think not, because it 
is in harmony with the scriptures, the only 
authority known to the Methodist church. 
The fifth article reads this way: ‘The holy 
scriptures contain all things necessary to 
salvation, so that whatsoever is not read 
therein, nor proved thereby, is not to be 
required of any man that it should be be- 
lieved as an article of faith, or be thought 
requisite or necessary to salvation.’ Mr. 
Wesley wrote to Joseph Benson, February 
22, 1782: ‘I regard no authorities but those 
of the ante-Nicine fathers; nor any of 
them in opposition to scripture.’ This is 
no doubt news to all of my reviewers. 

“It makes very little difference with me 
what was written about religion by an un- 
inspired man a hundred years ago. It is 
my duty to find out what ke knew and 
then to use this in trying to understand the 
Word of God. This was what such a 
man did in his day and this is what I 
propose todo in mine. In the heavens 
there is a perfect astronomy, but neither 
the Egyptian, Galileo nor any modern as- 
tronomer has found out all about it. 

“In the scriptures there is. a perfect 
theology, a perfect religion, all illustrated 
by a beautiful and perfect life, and yet the 
honest thinkers for eighteen centuries have 
not found out all about them. Much has 
been done, and something remains to be 
done. My crime is that I have tried to 
contribute something larger and more ele- 
vating to my generation. This ts looked 
upon as heresy by many who profess to 
be followers of Jestis Christ, and for this 
I ought to be driven out of the Methodist 
chureh, Three hundred years ago, for 
this same offense of heresy, I would have 
been burned. With Mr. Wesley I can say, 
‘Blessed be God, the laws of our country 
do not allow this.’ It is the spirit of the 
inquisition without the power to vent its 
diabolical hate in consuming fires.”’

New York, October 27.—After a rather ir- 
Yregular opening the stock market resumed 
its upward course, and for a time the 
dealings were characterized by buoyancy. 
The feverishness at the start was the result 
of London selling, higher rates for money 
and a falling off in the demand for wheat. 
The losses in stocks at this time were in- 
significant, and before 11 o’clock the entire 
list displayed renewed strength. Sugar was 
the great feature, and on enormous deal- 
ings moved up to within a fraction of 116. 
Covering of short contracts was the main 
factor at work in this stock, although there 
was some buying for the account of lower 
Wall street interests. The market met with 
@ serious setback around midday when a 
rumor from Washington was put afloat to 
the effect that General Fitzhugh Lee had 
sent in his report on Cuban affairs. It was 
stated in his communication he had taken 
a stand against Spain, and that the presi- 
dent would call an extra session of con- 
gress to act on the maiter. Money worked 
up to 12 per cent, and this added to the 
feeling of alarm. Prices broke badly, Su- 
gar falling 2% to 113; Reading 1% to 2%; 
Chicago Gas 1% to 68%; Burlington and 
Quincy 1% to 7453; St. Paul 1% to 72; Rock 
Island 1% to 65; Louisville and Nashville 
13, to 46; Manhattan 1% to 915g; Susquehan- 
na and Western preferred 114 to 23%; Lead 
preferred 1% to 615%; Western Union 1% to 
84% and the remainder of the list %@1 per 
cent. Upon investigation it was found that 
there was no foundation for the stories of 
new complications with Spain and early 
sellers started in to cover.

New York, October 27.—Our market has 
shown extreme sensitiveness to receipts 
today, and the sudden change fronr weak- 
ness to strength was based upon the lighter 
movement at New Orleans, Houston and 
Memphis indicated for tomorrow. At the 
opening there was a disposition on the 
part of local traders to liquidate their 
holdings in anticipation of the heavy move- 
ments during the next month in comparison 
with the movement last season, and the 
opening decline was caused by this selling. 
It is apparent that the market will be 
governed entirely by receipts, as no one 
cares to enter into any new enterprises un- 
til after election, and although a sound 
money victory seems assured, there is 
enough uncertainty felt to prevent any 
speculation. As to the future the crops 
must exceed 8,500,000 bales to prevent a 
permanent advance, as with good trade 
in America the consumption will exceed 
such a supply and there are no reserve sup- 
plies of either goods or cotton.

“Blind Uncle Jimmy” ha§ fot seen since 
the 8rd of July, 1863, having been shot by 
a minie ball through both eyes, by Long- 
street’s side at the third day’s fight at 
Gettysburg. Brought together, General 
Longstreet and the blind private. presented 
a touching scene. “Blind Uncle Jimmy’”’ 
put his hands on his old commander's 
shoulders and exclaimed: 

“General, [I am an. organized democrat, 
but that makes no ‘difference her@é, I am 
thinking now of the last time I ever saw 
daylight. We were double-quicking through 
the wheat fields at Gettysburg am@ had 
reached the boulders, when the bo¥g hol- 
lered for you to turn back and you stood 
by your horse, with the bridle rein on your 
arm, anil each regiment stopped t@ cheer 
you aS we passed, and you raised your 
hat end said: ‘Boys, don't halt and break 
ranks this wey, as we are now under 
heavy fire and let us have less Cheering 
and more fighting. On to the charge, gen- 
tlemen, and take yon heights.’ 

“At that moment a musket ball went 
through my head and I haven’t seen a 
wink since. “he yenkees let me out of 
prison in September, 1863, and “by God’s 
help I got home somehow to thH@se moun- 
tains, where I have been ever gince; and, 
general, I have nine children T séver saw.” 

The blint private and ex-lieufenant gen- 
eral continued to talk, and M¢inley, Pal- 
mer and Bryan were lost sight of in tlie 
war reminiscences. When the speaking was 
over and the mountain hack was going 
down the hillside, ‘‘Uncle Jimmmy Merritt, 
the blind hero of Gettysburg,”’ strained 
his sightless orbs trying to, gee his old 
commander. Py

The boys have been training ever since 
the last meet and some fast time may be 
looked for.

First race, one mile novice; open only to 
riders who have never won a prize in a 
bicycle race.

In this race there will be about fifteen 
starters. 
Second race, half mile, amateur, tandem 
paced. This is the first race of the kind 
ever run in Atlanta and will be exceedingly 
fast. 

First prize, pair Morgan & Wright tires, 
Morgan & Wright, Chicago. 

Second prize, one pair eight-ounce Call’s 
racine shoes, Johnson Cycle Livery. 
Third prize, fine razor and _ case, D. 
Cramer. 

The state record for half-mile was made 
here October Sth by Bob Walthour, time 
1:4. The time limit on this race will be 
1:08. The fastest amateur riders in the 
state will compete and the record will like- 
ly be broken. 

Third race, one mile, professional. 

First prize, $10 in gold. 

Second prize, $5 in gold. 

Third prize, $2.50 in gold. 

In this race the southern professional 
champion, Bob Walithour, now in Memphis, 
will probably ride, also Kendall Spier and 
John Chapman, two promising professional 
riders. Walthour was beaten by the last 
two named riders on October Sth, but Walt- 
hour claimed foul, which, however, was not 
allowed by Referee Joe Johnson and “‘Bob- 
by’’ is anxious to show the Atlanta public 
that he can beat both Spier and Chapman, 
while Spier and Chapman are confident of 
the outcame of the race. 

Fourth race, half mile amateur. 

First prize, fine meerschaum pipe, I. H. 
Oppenheimer. 

Second prize, fine razor, 
Hardware Company. 
Third race, baby 
Chicago. 

Fifth race, half mile, boys under fourteen 
years: 

First prize, pair of Indlan clubs, 
Hardware Company. 

Second prize, Spauldirfg cyclometer, F. G. 
Byrd. 

Third prize, pocketknife, O. H. Pharr. 
Sixth race, half mile, obstruction race: 
First prize, revolver, Lowry Hardware 
Company. 
Second prize, pocket knife, F. G. Byrd. 
Third prize, picture, Sam Walker. 

This is also a new race in Atlanta. There 
will be several hurdles and obstructions 
placed along the track, which will force 
the rider to dismount and lift his wheel 
over. These obstructions will end about 
fifty yards from the tape, where all con- 
testants will mount their machines and 
finish. 

Seventh race. one-eighth mile, slow race: 
One prize only to the last man to reach 
the tape. No rider will be allowed to stand 
still over ten seconds. 

Sighth race, half mile professional, un- 
paced: 

A prize of $5 in gold will be given to the 
rider making the fastest time, riding alone, 
without any assistance of pacing by other 
riders.This race will show the true merits 
of each rider, as each will do his best. 
Ninth race, half mile amateur, unpaced: 
A gold medal will be given to the ama- 
teur making the best time in this event. 
Among the best known riders who will 
compete are as follows: 

Bob Walthour, Kendall Spier, John Chap- 
man, ‘‘Demon’’ Willie Bolles, Chauncey 
Foote, Frank Steinhauer and Russell Walt- 
hour.

KID ORATOR IS DEAD 


Passed Away Last Sunday Night After a 
Long Illness. 


+ im. 
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HIS BRAIN TO BE DISSECTED 
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Death Caused by Meningitis and Over- 
Developed Brain—Was an Elo- 
quent Speaker. 
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Theodore Thoesen, better known as the 
“kid orator,’’ who some time ago surprised 
all Atlanta by his eloquent speeches and 
brainy arguments, died at the Grady hos- 
pital Sunday night after a four weeks’ ill- 
ness with meningitis. 

When the boy came to Atlanta five or 
six weeks ago he attracted no more at- 
tention than does the usual youth. He 
came from Tennessee, so he said, and was 
on his way to Florida to see his mother 
and step-father. He appeared to be a well 
educated boy and was well dressed. 

He first came into prominence by making 
a stump speech to a crowd of negroes in 
the Atlanta baggage room... Mr. John Col- 
vin saw him there and noticed that he 
Was an intelligent looking lad. His face 
seemed to be somewhat drawn and he 
looked as if he was suffering. 

Questions were asked him and it ‘was 
discovered that he was from Tennessee. 
He stated that he had not had very much 
to eat since his arrival in the city. He was 
given a good meal by Mr. Colvin, after 
which hé told his whole history. He stated 
that he was the “kid oratog’ and had 
come to Atlanta to speak for Bryan and 
Sewall. 

Through ‘Mr. Colvin he obtained a permit 
to speak on the streets.of the city and sur- 
prsied all who heard him by the common 
sense view he took of the political situa- 
tion, 

‘He had no money when he started his 
speechmaking and was furnished with this 
by Mr. Colvin. He refused to accept 
money from any one but Mr. Colvin and 
looked upon him as hfs protector. 

For several nights he made speeches at 
the site of the old artesian well. He spoke 
from wagons and drays that stood around 
the place and was. always listened to by 
large audiences. His small size and un- 
usual appearance caused him to attract 
no small amount of attention and for 
some time he was the talk of the town. 

During a spell of damp weather he 
caught cold while making a speech and a 
few nights later was taken deathly sick 
after making two long speeches. He went 
to the baggage rooms when he felt sick and 
from there was sent to the hospital. He 
died exactly one month after he was car- 
ried to that institution. 

T. Be Dissected. 

The “kid orator’s’’ body was taken to 
the Atlanta Medical college soon after 
death and there it will be dissected by the 
students. The hospital authorities liked 
the little fellow and were very sorry that 
his body had to be taken to the college. 
The case of his death was pronounced by 
the physicians to be meningitis brought on 
by exposure. The boy’s brain was un- 
doubtedly prematurely developed and death 
may have been greatly due to this: fact. 
Hie talked and acted like a grown man, 
though he was only fourteen years of age. 
Tie made fine arguments and spoke with an 
eloquence seldom seen in boys of his age. 
At the hospital he treated those around 
him just as if he was a grown man and 
was not the least bit childish in his ways. 
His step-father is said to be sick in 
Florida and none of his relatives have been 
heard from so far.
